Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970); and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Applicant Admitted 
Prior Art (AAPA). 

5. Regarding claims 1 1 , applicant admitted that the text terminal present graphic problem 
and problem is solved by RASW, which allow text terminal to handle GUI (see background of 
invention page 3, line 3-page 6, line 6). 

6. Examiner noted; claim 1 1 requires port negotiation, in light of all other independent 
claims, to distinguish over applicant owned admission.
